• inmates in the state’s institutions Dr. 
I William van de Wall, of tho state de- 
partmct of welfare, said in a state­ 
ment today. 
The result has been in- 
i creased physical, mental and moral 
efficiency. 
Dr. van de Wall quoted from the 
report of a nurse in one of the state’s I 
mental hospitals which said “numer- j 
ous times when all other means would J 
fail in keeping my disagreeable noisy : 
patients quiet, if I would start to sing, 
i they would all stop their shouting and 
listen.” 
While consideration is given “per­ 
forming outsiders” the greater part of 
; the institutional music is produced by 
the inmates Dr. van de Wall said. In 
describing this method of treatm ent 
he said particular attention is given 
to participation by the 
inmates 
in

physical drills, community 
song meetings, vocal and instrumental 
exercises, socials and pageants.

Washington, March 31.—A shrink­ 
age in the value of American farms 
and farm buildings from SGG,310,002 - 
602 in 1920 to $49,546,523,759 in 19 » 
was estimated by the Department of 
Commerce Tuesday in a preliminary 
report on the latest agricultural cen­ 
sus. The decrease amounts to a little 
more than twenty five "per cent. 
The decline was not general, the 
shrinkage 
in 
values 
having 
been 
greatest in the range country, the 
wheat and corn belts and the Eastern 
cotton states, while a slight increase, 
was recorded in New England and the j 
Middle 
Atlantic 
States. 
In 
the 
mountain states the decline amounted 
to forty-one per cent, in Iowa thirty- 
four per cent, and in Georgia forty 
per cent. 
The increase in New Eng­ 
land was six per cent, and in the Mid­ 
dle Atlantic States 
one 
per 
cent. 
Pacific Coast values 
remained 
con­ 
stant. 
'Farm acreage in the same period de­ 
clined from 955,883,715 to 924,889,- 
380 acres, and the department’s divi­ 
sion of land economics calculated the 
decline in the average acre value of 
land and buildings at twenty-two per 
cent, and for land alone at twenty- 
eight per cent. 
The 
value of farm 
buildings, it explained, increased six 
per cent.
